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Ten  years  ago  Leon  Newton  was  honored  in  this  space  with  these  words  by  a 
friend  and  neighbor: 

"Leon's  service  to  Acworth  began  as  a  supervisor  of  the  check-list.  He  became 
Tax  Collector  in  1936  and  Town  Clerk  in  1940.  Thirty-four  years  later,  he  gave 
up  the  office  of  Town  Clerk  because  of  illness,  but  still  collects  the  Acworth 
taxes. 

To  compare  both  ends  of  his  fifty  years  as  Tax  Collector,  the  total  tax  levy  of 
1936  was  a  little  over  $17,000.  The  total  tax  levy  of  1985  was  $439,795.  (Editor's 
Note:  The  1995  tax  committemnt  was  $1,155,104). 

To  sum  up,  Leon  Newton  is  a  good  farmer,  a  good  neighbor  and  above  all  a  good 
friend  to  us  all  -  especially  the  Town  of  Acworth." 

Leon  has  just  completed  his  sixtieth  year  as  elected  tax  collector.  That  is  truly 
remarkable  but  not  more  so  than  Leon  himself.  A  man  of  utmost  integrity.  He 
is  forthright,  virtually  flawless  in  his  conduct  of  tax  related  matters  and  gra- 
cious with  a  public  which  doesn't  always  appreciate  paying  taxes. 

One  measure  of  Leon  is  that  he  recently  bought  a  new  typewriter,  the  better  to 
service  his  town  in  the  future.  We  hereby  reserve  this  space  ten  years  from 
now  for  Leon  Newton,  friend  of  Acworth.

FIRE  AND  RESCUE  SERVICES  AGREEMENT 

BETWEEN

AND  RESCUE  COMPANY,  INC. 

THE  VOTERS  OF  THE  TOWN  OF  ACWORTH 

This  agreement,  made/renewed  at  this  town  meeting  on  this  day  of  March  12. 
1996  between  the  Acworth  Volunteer  Fire  and  Rescue  Co.,  Inc.  of  Acworth, 
Sullivan  County,  Acworth,  New  Hampshire  (hereinafter  referred  to  asAVF&R) 
and  the  Town  of  Acworth,  a  municipal  corporation  having  its  situs  in  the  said 


County  and  State  (hereinafter  referred  to  as  Town) 

Whereas  the  Town  is  desirous  of  ensuring  that  fire  and  rescue  services  are 
available  to  the  residents  and  visitors  of  the  said  Town;  and  whereas  AVF&R  is 
a  non-profit  corporation  whose  principal  purpose  is  to  provide  fire  and  rescue 
service  to  the  residents  and  visitors  of  the  Town,  excluding  brush  or  forest  fire 
activity;  and 

Now  therefore  in  consideration  of  the  mutual  promises  herinafter  contained, 
AVF&R  and  the  Town  agree  as  follows: 

1.  AVF&R  shall  furnish,  during  the  period  of  this  agreement,  its  equipment 
and  personnel  to  provide  fire  and  rescue  services  to  the  town,  its  residents  and 
visitors,  for  one  year  commencing  on  the  1st  day  of  each  contract  year  and 
ending  on  the  last  day  of  each  contract  year. 

2.  All  AVF&R  Personnel  shall  be  certified  to  the  extent  as  may  be  required  by 
applicable  law  and  regulation. 

3.  AVF&R  shall  maintain  its  own  insurance  coverage  for  comprehensive  gen- 
eral liability,  in  the  amount  of  not  less  than  $1,000,000.  It  is  further  agreed 
that  the  Town  shall  be  named  as  an  additional  insured  in  the  AVF&R  insur- 
ance policy  and  AVF&R  shall  furnish  a  Certificate  of  Insurance  as  to  the 
coverage  and  named  insured  and  also  furnish  a  certificate  of  Workmens  Com- 
pensation Insurance  promptly,  upon  the  signing  of  this  Agreement. 

4.  It  is  agreed  that  AVF&R  is  an  independent  contractor  and  not  supervised  or 
controlled  in  any  way  by  the  Town. 

5.  AVF&R  agrees  to  indemnify  and  hold  the  Town  harmless  from  any  judg- 
ment, damages  or  expense,  including  reasonable  attorney's  fees  arising  directly 
or  indirectly  from  any  claim  made  by  any  person  against  the  Town  based  on  a 
claim  of  negligence  or  any  other  legal  basis  because  of  any  services  rendered  by 
AVF&R  pursuant  to  this  Agreement. 

6.  The  AVF&R  shall: 

a)  Make  available  to  the  Voters  of  the  Town  via  The  Town  Selectmen 
an  accounting  of  all  appropriated  funds  when  requested  but  not 
more  often  than  semi  annually. 

b)  Provide  to  the  Voters  of  the  Town  via  The  Town  Selectmen  a  copy  of 
its  financial  accounting  report  as  prepared  annually  to  meet  state 
requirements  for  the  filing  charitable  trusts  accounting. 

7.  The  AVF&R  shall  not ,  without  the  consent  of  the  Voters  of  The  Town  via  The 
town  Selectmen  provide  fire  and  rescue  services  to  any  village,  town,  or  city 
other  than  the  Town  of  Acworth,  except  under  a  fire  mutual  aid  agreement. 

8.  The  Town  agrees  to  pay  to  AVF&R  the  sum  of  $  as  shall  be 
negotiated  and  voted  on  each  year,  to  be  paid  in  two  equal  installments  -  the 
first  payment  to  be  on  or  before  April  1  of  each  contract  year,  and  the  second 
payment  on  or  before  October  1  of  each  contract  year. 

9.  This  contract  shall  continue  in  force  until  such  time  as  either  party  requests 
otherwise. 
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ARTICLE  SIX:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  pur- 
chase a  new  highway  truck  for  $75,000.00  with  $30,000.00  to  come  from  the 
General  Fund  Surplus,  $30,000.00  to  come  from  a  note  repayable  in  $10,000.00 
annual  increments  in  1997,  1998  and  1999  and  the  balance  $15,000.00  to  be 
raised  by  general  taxation  in  1996. 

ARTICLE  SEVEN:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  such  sums  of  money  as 
may  be  necessary  to  defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and  make  ap- 
propriations of  the  same  as  recommended  in  the  budget  by  the  Budget  Com- 
mittee. 

ARTICLE  EIGHT:  To  see  if  the  Town  wishes  to  amend  the  existing  agreement 
under  Section  218  of  the  Social  Security  Act  by  excluding  the  services  per- 
formed by  election  workers  for  a  calendar  year  in  which  the  remuneration  paid 
for  such  services  is  less  than  $1,000. 

ARTICLE  NINE:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  cancel  the  authorization  given 
to  the  selectmen  in  1990  to  convey  to  the  previous  owner  upon  certain  condi- 
tions a  lot  situated  on  Dodge  Brook,  known  as  the  Bridgham  lot. 
ARTICLE  TEN:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  sell, 
at  no  less  than  its  assessed  value,  the  Bridgham  lot  so  called.  Lot  391  of  the  Tax 
Map. 

ARTICLE  ELEVEN:  Shall  we  adopt  the  provisions  of  RSA  40:13  to  allow  offi- 
cial ballot  voting  on  all  issues  before  the  Town.

SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 
1995 

The  Selectmen  have  met  with  officials  of  the  Solid  Waste  District  several  times 
during  this  past  year.  At  the  last  meeting,  Chair  Divid  Kibbey,  the  SCRRD 
Attorney,  and  several  other  members  of  the  District  invited  the  Town  of  Acworth 
to  rejoin  their  district.  At  the  time  of  the  discussion  several  of  Acworth's  major 
concerns  were  aired,  and  though  no  immediate  answers  were  available,  Mr. 
Kibbey  did  offer  to  look  into  them. 

Acting  as  overseer  for  the  poor  the  Selectmen  have  seen  a  marked  increase  in 
applications  for  Town  assistance.  In  an  effort  to  meet  both  the  human  and  legal 
needs  of  applicants  the  Board  has  become  involved  with  such  matters  as  house- 
hold spending  habits,  conservation  of  fuels  and  electricity,  buying  power  prac- 
tices and  return  to  the  workforce  programs.  Several  State  Agencies  have  helped 
with  the  implementation  of  all  these  new  services,  and  a  local  donation  of  $500 
was  made  to  help  with  heating  costs. 

The  Board  has  worked  out  a  2  year  plan  of  action  for  capital  improvements  on 
town  roads.  This  plan  is  addressed  in  the  budget.  The  Charlestown  Road  from 
the  town  line  working  toward  Acworth  Town  would  receive  ditching,  culverts, 
shimming  and  repair  as  necessary. 

The  Town  has  been  working  its  way  toward  official  closure  of  the  'Old 
Dump'which  has  been  inactive  for  nine  years.  George  Hanson  continues  to  be 
invaluable  in  this  effort:  The  Board  is  grateful  for  his  interest  and  expertise. 

The  Town  Hall  has  received  some  much  needed  attention  this  year,  and  at  a 
cost  the  Board  felt  was  reasonable.  As  always  this  Board  has  kept  your  prop- 
erty tax  dollars  in  mind  and  stretched  them  to  meet  the  greatest  needs  as  we 
see  them. 


All  Dog  Complaints  should  be  directed  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  PLANNING  BOARD 

The  Board  met  every  last  Wednesday  of  each  month  with  the  exception  of  the 
December  meeting  which  was  canceled  following  public  notice. 

The  July  meeting  was  shifted  to  early  August  to  accomodate  a  public  hearing 
with  regard  to  cutting  trees  by  NH  Electric  Co-Op  along  Derry  Hill  Road. 

Later  on  a  discussion  took  place  on  the  subject  of  Scenic  Roads  and  the  carry- 
ing out  of  Public  Works  on  such  roads.  All  should  be  aware  that  certain  types  of 
Public  Works  on  Scenic  Roads  should  follow  proper  procedure  in  order  not  to 
become  a  "misdemeanor". 

We  had  to  ask  for  an  increase  in  our  budget  to  cover  the  expenses  associated 
with  the  revision  of  the  Master  Plan.  An  unusual  expense  was  the  fee  for  a 
surveyor  to  determine  the  location  of  the  eastern  boundary  of  the  South  Acworth 
village  district.  It  is  clearly  marked  on  both  sides  of  the  Ball  Road.  The  mark- 
ers are  located  just  above  the  Smith  residence,  about  300  feet  below  the  bend 
in  the  road  further  up. 

Three  minor  and  two  major  subdivisions  were  granted  this  year. 

The  Board  had  the  pleasure  of  welcoming  a  new  member,  Tom  Esslinger,  among 
its  ranks. 

Meetings  are  held  at  7:30  p.m.  every  last  Wednesday  of  the  month  and  are 
open  to  the  public.

1995  REPORT 

Acworth  is  a  special  place.  From  its  high  points  like  Cofifin  Hill  to  the  bottom  of 
The  Deep  Hole  in  South  Acworth  and  I  thinkour  library  is  a  sjonbol  of  what  a 
caring  community  can  accomplish. 

It  takes  more  than  taxpayers'  money  to  make  a  good  library.  It  takes  a  dedi- 
cated board  of  trustees,  knowledgable  staff,  and  community  participation  and 
support.  I  think  we  have  all  of  these  elements. 

Every  year  there  are  changes  at  the  library.  This  year  the  biggest  change  came 
in  the  form  of  a  donated  IBM  compatible  computer  and  printer.  Both  Devik 
and  I  have  taken  a  few  workshops  on  computer  use  in  the  library  and  will 
continue  to  increase  our  knowledge  in  this  department.  We  hope  to  be  con- 
nected to  the  state  library  for  Inter-Library-Loans  and  general  information 
acquisition  in  1996.  In  the  future  we  also  hope  to  have  our  card  catalog  on  file 
as  well. 

With  the  (badly  needed)  new  furnace  recently  installed,  the  library  is  now 
more  comfortable  for  both  patrons  and  staff.  Plans  have  been  put  into  action, 
thanks  to  the  friends,  to  make  the  Bird  Room  into  a  comfortable  reading  and 
research  room.  We  have  agreed  that  the  birds  must  stay,  after  all,  they  have 
been  around  longer  than  any  of  us. 

We  registered  17  new  patrons  this  year,  and  added  4  more  hours.  The  addi- 
tional hours  were  to  accommodate  the  Acworth  School  children  and  to  keep  up 
with  the  State  Library  standards. 

There  were  some  wonderful  free  programs  this  year,  from  Slides  on  the  Sibe- 
rian Tiger  to  a  Mothers'  Day  poetry  reading  to  the  childrens  film  fest.  Many  of 
our  programs  have  become  annual  community  events  such  as  the  Fourth  of 
July  Picnic  and  Concert  and  the  November  Craft  Fair. 

Plans  are  underway  to  make  the  checkout  counter  and  librarians  workspace 
more  efficient  and  pleasant  to  look  at.  As  always,  all  renovations  will  be  within 
keeping  with  the  existing  building.  More  than  one  person  has  come  into  the 
Acworth  Library  and  said  "It's  like  stepping  back  in  time".  We  are  preserving 
history  by  caring  for  the  library  and  yet  we  are  still  moving  forward  into  the 
future.

We  are  in  the  process  of  improving  and  rebuilding  the  Librarian's  station.  The 
plans  and  specs  will  be  out  for  bid  very  soon. 

The  trustees  are  grateful  to  Codman  Hislop,  an  old  time  resident  of  Acworth, 
who  left  a  2%  bequest  to  the  library.  The  estate  should  be  settled  some  time  in 
the  next  12  months.

ACWORTH  POLICE  DEPARTMENT 
REPORT  1995 


Although  there  were  sixteen  accidents  (eleven  of  which  were  roll-overs),  we 
were  fortunate  in  that  none  resulted  in  any  serious  injuries  or  deaths. 

As  of  December  21,  1995,  there  were  259  recorded  calls  to  Dispatch  requiring 
our  services.  Only  sixteen  of  these  calls  were  handled  by  the  N.H.  State  Police. 
When  a  call  is  received  by  Dispatch,  we  must  be  contacted  immediately  by 
phone,  radio  or  pager.  We  then  must  respond  by  phone  or  in  person.  If  the  call 
involves  an  accident  or  a  domestic,  an  additional  officer  may  have  to  be  con- 
tacted to  respond  also.  Whenever  possible,  we  try  to  solve  the  problem  with  a 
phone  call.  Every  call,  after  being  responded  to,  requires  a  written  report.  In 
the  case  of  an  accident,  at  least  three  reports  are  necessary. 

Acworth,  like  all  other  cities  and  towns,  is  experiencing  an  increase  in  crime  in 
general.  Following  is  breakdown  of  the  calls  for  service  received  by  Dispatch:

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FIRE  COMPANY  STUDY  COMMITTEE  REPORT 

The  study  committee  authorized  by  voters  at  the  1995  Town  Meeting  to  study 
RSA  154:1  met  from  November  1995  through  February  1996.  The  committee 
reviewed  the  new  laws  (RSA  154:1)  Private  vs.  Pubhc  Fire  Departments  and 
reviewed  all  available  information  as  to  what  other  towns  are  doing  and  what 
presently  exists  in  The  Town  of  Acworth. 

The  committee,  after  reviewing  the  law  and  meeting  with  The  Acworth  Fire 
Company  members  have  decided  to  recommend  that  The  Acworth  Volunteer 
Fire  and  Rescue  Company,  Inc.  remain  a  private  Fire  Company  under  contract 
to  The  Town  of  Acworth. 

The  committee  also  recommends  that  The  Town  vote  to  accept  the  contract  as 
stated  in  the  1996  Town  Warrant  between  the  Town  of  Acworth  and  the  Acworth 
Volunteer  Fire  and  Rescue  Company,  Inc.  of  Acworth. 

The  contract  was  drafted  by  the  committee  to  serve  the  best  interests  of  The 
Town  of  Acworth  and  The  Acworth  Volunteer  Fire  and  Rescue  Company,  Inc. 

This  contract  as  written  is  intended  to  be  an  ongoing  contract.  The  dollar  amount 
allocated  will  be  voted  on  from  year  to  year.

As  noted  above  this  was  a  busy  year  for  the  Company.  In  addition  to  these 
numerous  responses,  the  jobs  of  checking  and  maintaining  equipment  contin- 
ued as  usual,  demanding  an  increase  in  activity  for  all  members.  Rescue  squad 
members  were  recertified  this  year,  and  the  Company  received  certification 
from  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  as  per  the  new  RSA. 

Pump  repairs  on  the  M-2  unit  brought  it  back  to  full  service  after  a  period  of 
operation  as  a  rescue  responder  only.  The  repairs,  while  bringing  the  appratus 
back  on  line,  are  not  of  permanent  nature  due  to  the  age  of  the  pump  on  this 
unit.  The  need  to  replace  this,  our  first  responder  and  rescue  apparatus  grows 
more  acute  as  it  nears  its  20th  year  in  service.  Circumstances  permiting,  the 
intent  now  is  to  replace  M-2  with  a  unit  which  will  continue  to  allow  us  a 
rapidinitial  response  while  providing  more  adequate  rescue  squad  accessability 
along  with  improved  pumping  capability.  With  careful  planning,  we  believe  we 
can  obtain  the  apparatus  and  equipment  which  will  meet  our  needs  and  enable 
us  to  offer  the  service  that  is  needed  in  Acworth  for  fire  and  rescue. 

Hopefully,  we  will  be  able  to  proceed  with  the  planning  and  implementation  of 
these  and  other  improvements  in  our  service  in  the  near  future.  We  thank  all 
those  who  have  assisted  and  encouraged  in  our  efforts  toward  this  end  in  the 
past  year.

Mother  Nature  was  at  it  again!  She  gave  us  snow  --  no  ice.  Then  she  changed 
her  mind.  Rain  and  warm  weather  melted  all  the  snow  which  over-ran  the 
culverts  and  washed  out  the  roads  making  a  mess.  Then  everything  froze  up! 
You  can't  count  on  her  one  bit!  So  now  we  have  this  mess  to  fix  and  the  worst 
spots  to  make  passable.  The  rest  will  have  to  wait  for  summer. 

The  FWD  is  working  just  fine.  This  year  we  did  a  lot  of  ditching  on  tar  raods 
plus  shimming  and  sealing  and  put  in  a  lot  of  culverts.  We  have  many  more 
culverts  and  shimming  to  do.  We  also  put  underdrain  on  Derry  Hill  Road  and 
now  the  water  doesn't  come  out  in  the  middle  of  the  road.  Maintenance  contin- 
ues on  the  dirt  section  of  Cold  Pond  Road,  with  gravel  added  every  year.  We 
have  been  applying  chloride  to  this  section  to  inhibit  the  constant  loss  of  gravel 
and  to  stabilize  the  road. 

I  would  like  to  thank  everyone  for  their  patience  with  me  and  Mother  Nature 
and  for  helping  out  this  past  year. 
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LEFEVRE  AMBULANCE  SERVICE 

Another  year  has  passed  since  we  last  had  the  opportunity  to  address  you 
directly. 

We  continue  to  try  to  provide  the  highest  level  of  prehospital  care  to  all  we 
serve.  In  the  past  year  many  of  our  personnel  have,  in  order  to  continue  to 
provide  the  highest  level  of  care,  upgraded  their  levels  of  training.

We  would  like  to  mention  that  the  No  Transport  and  Transport  Refused  calls 
all  require  the  same  personnel  to  respond  as  would  respond  for  any  Emergency 
call  wherein  a  patient  is  transported.  No  remuneration  is  received  for  these 
services.

We  want  to  continue  to  work  closely  with  our  First  Response  Squads.  In  1995- 
96  we  again  want  to  continue  to  provide  the  highest  level  of  care  possible  to 
you  and  your  families.  This  means  working  closely  with  the  Fire  and  Rescue 
Squads,  our  schools,  and  encouraging  citizens  to  participate  in  emergency 
medical  trainings,  continually  improving  the  training  of  our  staff  and  purchas- 
ing the  most  cost-effective  equipment  available. 

Once  again,  we  wish  to  take  a  moment  to  clarify  a  point  in  reference  to  how  to 
call  for  an  ambulance.  If  a  call  is  received  by  our  dispatcher,  we  will  respond  an 
ambulance  and  notify  Keene  Mutual  Aid  to  tone  the  Rescue  Squad,  when  ap- 
propriate. If  Keene  Mutual  Aid  receives  the  call,  they  will  tone  the  Rescue 
Squad  and  LeFevre  Ambulance  automatically  responds  an  ambulance.  There- 
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fore,  either  method  will  result  in  the  dispatching  of  both  Rescue  and  Ambu- 
lance. 

Our  special  thanks  go  to  the  Acworth  Fire  and  Rescue  Squad  for  their  assis- 
tance during  the  past  year.  Also,  we  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to 
again  invite  members  of  your  squad  to  participate  in  our  monthly  training 
sessions.

ACWORTH  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 
1995  ANNUAL  REPORT 

The  Commission  continued  conservation  easement  monitoring  this  year  of  the 
Clark,  Roy,  Moody  and  Pierce  Brook  Forest  parcels.  David  Clark  showed  sev- 
eral of  us  timber  cuts  made  during  the  year  under  a  forestry  management  plan 
assisted  by  the  Soil  Conservation  Office,  explaining  some  considerations  be- 
hind the  work  done.  Earlier  in  the  year,  we  obtained  several  aerial  photographs 
of  each  of  the  easement  properties,  as  well  as  the  Acworth  Wetlands,  from  the 
New  Hampshire  Office  of  State  Planning  Coordinator,  Peter  Helm,  all  at  little 
expense.  While  property  boundaries  would  be  difficult  to  draw  on  them,  they 
give  very  interesting  views  of  these  protected  areas  of  our  town,  and  are  of 
course  available  to  anyone  interested  in  seeing  them. 

Crescent  Lake  continues  to  be  a  focus  of  our  efforts  to  foster  environmental 
health.  We  again  took  part  in  water  quality  testing  in  partnership  with  Unity, 
using  the  resources  and  expertise  of  the  New  Hampshire  Department  of  Envi- 
ronmental Services.  Jody  Connors,  limnologist  of  the  DES,  talked  to  the  Lake 
Association  annual  meeting.  He  considered  the  condition  of  the  lake  to  be  mod- 
erately healthy.  He  expressed  concern  over  the  Fish  and  Game  Department's 
policy  to  increase  access  to  New  Hmapshire  lakes  because  the  spreading  of 
both  Zebra  mussels  and  Milfoil  plants  is  primarily  caused  by  transport  from 
lake  to  lake  on  boat  hulls.  This  risk  is  controlled  only  by  careful  washing  of 
boats  away  from  bodies  of  water.  He  noted  the  continuing  concern  that  fast 
and  powerful  boat  travel  causes  erosion,  the  stirring  of  nutrients  from  the  lake 
bottom  into  the  water,  and  thus  hastens  lake  eutrophication,  or  aging. 

Lake  residents  voiced  concern  over  weed  growth,  and  Jody  pointed  out  that 
while  cutting  and  raking  to  capture  the  released  plants  was  an  acceptable  pra- 
ctice, no  private  poisoning  is  allowed,  nor  is  any  poisoning  an  acceptable  method 
except  in  some  cases  of  extreme  lake  choking.  The  Commission  has  worked  to 
educate  lake  front  owners  about  the  need  for  a  permit  to  place  sand  near  the 
shoreline.  We  have  also  continued  to  evaluate  any  building  permit  application 
within  the  Conservation  Zone  as  defined  in  our  zoning  regulations,  with  an 
eye  to  preventing  construction  pollution,  and  limiting  any  increase  in  environ- 
mental burden  on  our  waters  and  shorelines. 

Regarding  the  Town  Wetlands,  the  Commission  is  concerned  over  occasional 
littering  and  vehicular  "play"  in  the  sandpit  area.  We  plan  to  clean  up  a  moder- 
ate accumulation  of  assorted  litter  and  to  close  this  area  to  vehicles. 

Kerry  Beverstock  has,  unfortunately  for  us,  found  demands  on  his  time  re- 
quire his  resignation  firom  the  Commission.  We  welcome  Debbie  Hinman  as  his 
replacement.
